Now -^ould'webe fati^ed ha^ thkfuttlHg'iUP>j^4 
good •Co^eienee occafionedi mens mikiM^ fi>ifivi^4ek ef 
the Faith: It is evident that it doth dius tbeie three' 
ways. ,'.'.'' 

: Firft, As mens addif^ing thcfnlelves to the fttisfy*, 
xng of ibme luft or othdr, puts them Upon defVifing' 
ffaifts and tricks to ftill die diiquieting clamours of 
dieir Coniciences. The wrath ofGdd. ieit$g revedkd 
p'om Heaven againfi aJl umighteoufnefi amd uHgodlihefi 
of men, 'tis no ^e thing for any one willingly to tranl^ 
grefs the Rules of Rij^hteoufnels, without being fife- 
quently tormented with fearful expedations, and the 
Horrors of an Accuiing and condemning Confcience. 
Now the moft efiedual way to be rid of thefe ( next 
tdfiiicere Repentance and Reformation^ is either for 
a wickedmantoperiwadehimfetf, if hebeaUe, that 
there is no God, or nothing after this Life; andcoii- 
&quently, that the Bible is a cheat, and all its threat- 
nings mere ^e-crows. Or if thk he cannot do, in 
regard of the abundant evidence of the Being of a 
<Qod, and the Authority of the Holy Scriptures, the 
coudemuft be lb to wreft and pervert tie Scriptures, 
as to make them give liberty to certain evil pradices, 
or to promile forgivenels of fin to certain jperfbrman- 
tes that are fhort of fcriaking it. 

Thus thole Hereticks in the Primitive tinlcs wrefl- 
ed the places wher^ the GoQ>el is called //^eL^tp^f

Uhertyy and-^^herein we are laid to be delivered from 
tte Law, fb as to take off the Obligation of the Mocah 
as well as the Ceremonial Law ; and to give liberty t6 
iin, and to oppofe Faith to Pbedience in the bufinefi 
of Juftification and acceptance with God. 

Many other inftances may be given both of Ancient 
and Modern Hereticks perverting of paffagcs of Scri^ 
pture, fb as to make them great encouragements to 
fin, and difcouragements to a Holy life ; perfcdly con- 
trary to the whole ftrain and tenor of the Golpel. 

But I muft not enlarge farther upon this Argument, 
becaufe the main thing I intended in the choice of this 
Subjefl: is yet behind. 

Secondly, The futting amay of agooci Confcience oc- 
cafions making fbipwrack of the FAiWy through thtjufi 
judgment of God. The former particular gave us an 
account of wicked Mens being ftrongljr endined ta 
make (hipwrack of the Faith, and of their endeavour- 
ing it, thiso^ their putting their inclinations into fra- 
ifice^ and fucceeding in their endeavours. 

Men that are wedded to any luft are very forward, 
for their own eale, to endeavour either the embrace- 
ing of Atheiftical Principles, or {16 to abule the Scri- 
ptures as to take encouragement from them to live in 
fin ; but they could hardly fb extinguifih the light of 
their own niinds, as to fucceed in their endeavours, 
were it not for the judgment of God upon them, in 
giving them up into the Deceivers hands. To this 
purpofe oblerve what the Apoftle faith, 2 Thejf. 2. 10, 
1 1 . Becdufe they received not the love of the truth ^ that 
they might hefaved^ (or they did not fo receive it as to . 
fiiflfer it to Mve any good eflfeft upon their hearts and 
lives) for this caufe God Jb all fend them fir ong delufions 
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(or give them up to be deluded by the- trkks of thft 
Peyil, the figiis and lying wondersbeforj? ^epttiooed!) 
thAlthey (bouldkUeve a ^ye, that they all might be d^mwA 
who believed not. the truths, biU had fleafure in f^m}ghteir 
mfnej!. 

Thirdly, Thq putting away of a go^dConfcitmeOQosiH 
fjiohs making. Jhipwrack of the Faith j as wickcd Pra-» 
feflbrsprChriftianity do find ita moft fucceftful courfe 
to promote their corrupt and naughty defigns, hyfoijk- 
iag into the Chriftian Religion fuch Doftr incs and 
Praftices^s favour and encourage fuch defigns. I{ have 
jthcwed that thofe who corrupt the Chriftjan, R^eHgloa 
with fuch Doftrines or Praftices as contradid the De- 
fign of it, doj:ruly make fhipwrack of the Faith ; &jid 
whereas there may be given too many inftances cA 
fuch Hypocrites as have fb done, I fjiall njake it the 
whole Dufinels of what remans of the I)o6^riaal part 
of this Dilcourfe, to fhew that the Church of Rome 
as fhe is now Conftituted, is moftlhamefully guiky ia 
this particular. 

It-is. to be acknowledged, that fhe retains: the Pro- 
feffion of all the Fundamental and Effential Articles of 
the Chriftian Faith ; a fummary of which is that Creed 
wluch we call the Af o files ^ and fhe profefleth a Reve- 
rence for the whole New Teftament. If flie in exfrtj! 
terms rejected any DoQrine thajt is of the £j5^iw, jajid 
a vital part of Chriftianity, her membeirs may not be 
called Chrifiians in any lenfe,, and we /i^ei» do very iH 
to fay the Church of Rome^ 

We do not ftickat calling, them z Churchy though a 
unofl: Qorrupt and degeqerate Church ; as (toufeth^ 
fiinilitude of Bilhop HaS^ ^ thief is trulji a man, 
ifhougKnot a rr/;^ man. a womao may retain the 
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ktaineiofia tvife till Che's formally divorced, thoi^hflic 
tie an adultereft. 

The Church of Rome may as truly be called a 
£hurch^ as the Jewi^ Nation the Feofk of God^ after 
their foul Revolt from him, and Lapfe into Idolatry 
and other wicked and impious praftices. 

But this hath been abundantly made good againft 
this Churchy that, though llie holds the Foundation 
yet, (he builds Wood, Hay and Stubble upon the 
Foundation : that is, fhe mixeth many impure Do- 
ftrines of her ow^y with the moft holy and undefiled 
Doftrines of the Gofpel. Of w^hich I will prelent 
you with fbme inftances^ but muft be very brief upofi 
moft of them. 

What fay you, in the firft place, to her Doftrine 
of Inf Nihility ? Which fpeaks her uncapable of erring 
in any of her Decrees and Determinations : Which 
Infiillibility the Jefmts will have feated in the Popes 
Chair ; others in the Pope in conjun&ion with a Gene- 
ral Council; that is, aNumberof Bifhopsand Priefts 
packt together of his own Faftion : For there is nor- 
thing he hates more than a Council truly General. 
. 1 call this not only a/ii^ but a wicked Dodrine, fee- 
caufe of the infinite mifchief that it doth in the world': 
For the Rvmijh Church's pretence to Infallibility, is 
that which enables her to Lord it at that intolerable 
rate, over the minds andConfciencesbf her Subje£ts^ 
and to make them the greateft of Slaves and Vaff^Is. 
And 'tis this alio that makes her utterly incurable pJF 
tier grofs corruptions, her other notorious Hcrefies^ 
and the ungodly and horrid praftices foutided upoii 
them. So that, fb long as flie continues to aftume to 
herfelf the Title oilnfallihle^ there is no hope to be conr 
ceived^f her being ever in the leaft Reformed, either iii 
her Principles or Praftices. C 2 But 
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But never was a Dodrine more ihamefiiUy baflBcd 
tlian this hath been ; as eafilv it may, there tJeing no- 
thing but Intercft to uphold it, nor one lyHable in all 
the Bible to befriend it. As for that promife of oiur 
Saviour, that the gates of Hell JhaB never prevail agairifi 
hisChurchy the mofi that can be concluded from thence 
is, that he will ever have a Church upon earth in fpight 
of all the endeavours of Hell to deftroy it. But thanks 
be to God, this Promife would be no whit the further 
from being performed, although the Devil fhould be 
permitted totally to extinguim the Church of Rome ; 
though to be fure he underftands his w/^intereft bet- 
ter than once to attempt it. 

But if the meaning of this Promife be (as the Ro^ 
manifls would have it ) that the gates of HeU Jhall never 
fo prevail againft theChurch^zs tooccafion her falling in- 
to errors of Judgment^ why may we not as well ex-- 
tend it fb far as to fecure her alfo from errors o£ Pra- 
0ice ? thefe hdng no lefs dangerous or deflruQ:ive than 
thofe of J f^dgment: But I retain lb much Charity 
for the Romtjb Church flill, jas not to think her fb for- 
faken of all Modefly, as to deny that in this fcnfej 
the Gates of Hell have prevailed againft her with a 
vengeance. 

And as for the other Promifes which thcv lay any 
ftrefson, they are either fiich as 'tis manifeft the Apo^ 
ftles only, and firft planters of the Gofbel were con- 
cerned in, or elfe fuch as belong to all Chriftians with- 
out exception *^/^far, as that while it is their fincere 

endeavour to know the truth, and to live up to their 

knowledge, they fhall be fecured from pernicious 

and damnable error $• 
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Again^ What (ay you to the DoEtrlnc of the Pofes 
SufremMcy over all other Churches and Kingdoms too, 
and his having a Grant of as vaft Dominions upon 
Earth, next and inunediately under Ghrift, as Chrift 
himfelf hath under God the Father, his being King of 
all Kings, and Lord of all Lords, and that both in 
Spirituals and Temporals ? I might eafily tire you 
upon this head of Difcourfe, but all I will fay to it 
{hall be this^ that the Charter pretended for fo mighty 
an Empire is much too obfcurely expreft to be ever unr 
derftood, by any other people; than the Popeand his 
VafTals. There is not a tittle in the Holv Scriptures 
for it, though we know what a nolle and flufter they 
make with two Texts, Paf^e O^ues measy and Dabotibi 
Clavesy &c. as if this $upremacy were as plainly legi- 
ble in each of themi aS tne Doctrine of the Creation 
in the firft verfe of Genefis. 

But, which is worft of all, how many thouHinds of 
honeft people have been barbaroufly butchered, merely 
becaufe their eyes would not ferve them to read this 
Doftrine of theirs in thole two Texts ! 

And this is that Doftrine whicA^gives rfiem a pre^ 
tence for their reftlefs and unwearied endeavours to 
;et thele Kingdoms again within their Clutches, and 
•r all their delperate and hellilh defigns againft us. 
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what lay you to their Doftrine of ImojB^eAVorJhif^ 
with ^yhich I will joya that other of Praying to Saints 
ani Angels. In their Adored Council of Trent it is 
decreed, that The Images of Chrifi^ the Virgin mother of 
Go A^and other Saint sj^e efpecially kept in Churches ; and that 
due Honour and Feneration be given unto them. > And afi- 
tasrward this Council .cxpreffeth its allowance of 
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Picturing the Divinity it feif ; and accordingly Pi- 
aures of the »leffed Trk/ityy COh hateful fight ! ) 
areordinarily to b^beheWin die Popifli Churches: 
- Now would w« know what the Council means by 
jyebitns ho9H>r & n/tneratto^ the dm honour and veneratiom 
that is to be give» t§ Images \ this appears by thefe fol- 
lowing words, We decree doing honour to themjkcAufe the 
honour which is done to tkem^ is referred to the Prototypes 
which they refrefent. So that in the Images which we kifi^ 
and before which we uncover om heads^ and fall dovm^ n^ 
adore Chrift^ and Worjhif the Saints which they refre- 
fenty &c. So that the Honour and Veneration which 
they determine Ibould be given to Images, do imply 
all external h&s of Adoration ; and that the Image 
of our Saviour is to have the felf lame Adoration paid 
to it, that would be^ucunto himfelf wer^e he perfb- 
nally fwrdent. 

And the Univerfal TraBice of the Romijb Church 
( wholly to pals over the Vile ftuif of their Do^rs^ 
Schoolmen and Cafuifts ) will tell you the meaning of 
thdv debitus honor & veneratio. 

The confent of Nations ( faith the Learned Grotius ) 
haz^ made Sacrifice^ Oblations and Incenfe^ j>roper Jrgns 
tf Divine IVorJhip ybxxty though I had time, 1 need 
inotftand tofliew, that the Imaees of Chrift, Angels 
and Saints, efpecially that of the Bleffed Virgin^ 
are every where Worfliipped with thefe figns, and 
with all the Rites of the moft fblemn Invocation in 
Sacred Offices, and in places fet apar^ for Divine 
Worlhip. And they do all the external honour to 
the Saints and Angels in the AddrefTes they make un* 
to them, whether immediately or as reprefented by 
Imager, that 'tis imaginable theyfliould dp to our Sa- 
Viout^himlelf, or the Blefliad Trinity. ^^ ^ 

- . Nay, 
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Nay, They pEay*untx> tftera^ i»f tofy'for TcmpCwal 
or OcdiDary Blbffings^ hat &fl JS^rihial adidcSiipdro4- 
tural : fuch as. the Pacdon of thefcHSnj^ jmd^di^tJl^ 
Spirit, and eternal life, as raighfebe illOvvn at darge-' ^ / 

Now what is Idolatry, if fiich doings are not ? why,* 
they tclliis, and we cannot blaoic th«n^ that the true 
Notion- of idolatry is only the Wlorfhlpping , fomd 
Greatiiriejfcrthenioft High God^ fiippofing it to ifttJIm 
moft-High God. But if fb, the Worfhippers of the 
Golden. Calf^ to be fure, were no Idolaters ; for thejf 
Gan belittle better than nad them felvfis, who are able 
to imjgine that the Ifraelites were fotnad, as to behcve 
that the Gaif which they few ni^dt, rand that of theic 
own Ear-rdngstoOj was that very God whkh brought 
them out of the Land ofEpfi^ ^ But the GentlwncJi 
of Rome would have us think that they were Ibfbrlakcn 
ofi their Intelleftuals, asy^ to believe;, and we cannot 
blsHire them forr/r^^ neither. For if they did not im- 
pudently bear us down^ that the Children of Ifraei be% 
Heved that this Moulten Calf was that God that di» 
vided the Sea, wrought fo many Miracles for them,and 
the maker of Heaven and Eartli^ they would, they am 
fenfible, be neceffitated to excufe them from Idolatry; 
exprefly contrary to the words of Scripture^ And it 
this their Notion of Idolatry be the only true oiic, we: 
are cert^mthat it will be extremely difficulty ifn6t im* 
poffible, to find out Idolaters among the v&ty Pagans. 

What think you of their Doftrine ofTrmfubfidnth 
Mtiony of which take this account from tfie Council of 
7nnt. By the Confecration^ the wholeti^fkhfiame <^Jihk 
Bread U chojiged into the^fubfiitffce ofitlM'B^dy^if tihrijt: 
mr Lord^ and the whok fubfiimct &f^ l/he^ Wbte) HnH th$ 
ftibfiAMt of the bloud of£hifi. ^S^tlat as iihiv^'k -ftill : 
* ' looks > 
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looks to Bread and Wine : Though it hath the perfect 
Taftjthc perfeOi^ EeeKng and Smell of Bread and 
Wine, yet it is nothing Ids ; 'tis thatvery Body that 
hung upon the Grofs at Jtrufdtm^ and that very bloud 
that was there Ihed. 

This is the moft prodigioufly contradi£bious Do- 
arine, that I will not fay the Wit but the Maine^oi 
men can poffibly invent : 'tis a moft wonderful cdnt- 
plication of moft horrid contradiOions^and abfblute im- 
poffibilities. But this is not the mrfi of it, it is alfb 
the foundation of fb grofs andfoul Idolatry as is fcarce- 
ly to be named among the GentilesjOr to be found paral- 
lerd in PeruvU it feli^ or the moft barbarous parts of 
India. The forementioned Holy Council declares, 
nuttus iti^ue duiifandi Iocm relinj^ifur^ (^c. There is 
therefore noplace left for doubt y but that aUgood Chrijlians 
do. give the Worjbif of Latria^ quae Vero Deo debetur, 
which is dsic to the true Gad^ to this mdfi Holy Sacrament ; 
according to the always received cufiom of the Cathelick 
Church. They fhould have faid, accordirig to the /(f/c 
and upfiart cuftom of the Romifb Fadion. Here you 
fee;that the Bread and Wine are Worfhipped by them, 
not as Reprefentations of God, but as God himfelf. 

But what if thofe words of our Saviour, This is my 
Bodyj fliodd prove to bea Figure? like thofe other of 
his, Ian$ a Vine^ lama Door^ &c. or what ff This is 
my body fhould be as much a Figure, as they will con^ 
fefi the words prefently following are, viz>. This Cup is 
the New Tefiament in my Bloud ? Where we have a 
doubleVigwxty boththeC«^putfortheW^//ieinit, and 
the Wine faid to be the New Tefiament or Covenant, 
when, fiippofing it were the i/ery Bloud of Chrift, it 
couldtiot be the New Covenant it felf, but the Seal of 
that Covenant j I %, what if thefe words be to be 
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Amdor&podifi^Mrativefy? ( as! why they fhould tiot> the 
dPapifts can ' fhew liothingv like a reawn, but ii?e have 
ibswathem the g;re^tcft abfurditics imJiginablc in otherr 
wile underftanding them ) why fhe» they themfcIVas 
fPiSznd afo acknowledge that they Ihouldbe guilty of 
themoft grofs Idolatry in their Worfhip of the Hoft. 

What &y you to the Popifh Doftrine of the Sacrl- 
jice of the Maf^ which is of near kin to the foregoing ? 
TheDoftrine of the Roman Church is, as you (hall 
find it in the Council oitrent^ That in this Sacrifice 
which is fer formed in the J^af^ that very Chrifi is contain- 
edy and.in A blpudteJS manner offered^ which^ upon the Al- 
tar of the Crofy did once offer up himfelfin a htoudj man- 
jfer. So that, according to this Doarine, our Blcfled 
Saviour muftftill to the end of the world be laid hold 
j^f by Sinners^ be ground with their teeth, and fcnt 
iloWn into their impure paunches, as often as the Prieft 
ihall pronounce the charm, hoc efi enim corpses meum. 
And It feems that he was a falfe Prophet, when he faid 
upon the Crofs // isfinijhed^ feeing there was fiich an 
infinite deal of loathlbme Drudgery ftill to be under- ^^^ ^^ 

J;one by him. And it feems the Author to the He- More*/ 
rews is found to be a falle Apoftle, in afTcrting fb ex- ^J*^*^ ^^ 
prefly, as more than once he doth, that fiich \sthtBll}^z! 
Dignity of Chrift's Prieftbood, and its excellency (>^p. 5- 
above trie Levitical^ that by one offering he hath made 
perfect fatisfa£lion, and expiation for fin. 

So that this their Doftrine of the Sacrifice of the 
Ma/j is not only Falfe, but very Corrupt and impious 
Docirine.:

I need not, mind you what a vaft number were 
Burnt at the ftake in our own Country, in the Reign 
of Queen Mxry : Nor what additions have been made jJj^Ji 
fince to Romes Butcheries, in Piedmont and Ireland, jofeph
